Double shooting at 
Patoker kills two 
Floyd County men

Two Floyd County men were killed 
1:22 a.m. Sunday, June 18, after a fam- 
ily member shot them both at his cabin 
on Campground Road in Patoker. 

According to the Kentucky State Po- 
lice, Bobby J. Gayheart Sr., and Bobby 
J. Gayheart Jr., were involved in an al- 
tercation with Gayheart Sr.’s brother, 
Jimmy Gayheart, of Floyd County, who 
fatally shot Gayheart Sr. and Jr. in the 
chest with a .357 magnum handgun. 

Morgan County Sheriff’s Deputy 
Kenny Dulin said Jimmy Gayheart went 
to a neighbor’s house after the shooting. 
The neighbor reported the shooting to 
the West Liberty Police Department, 
which notifed the sheriff’s department 
and state police. 

State police said the men had been at 
the cabin since Friday. 

Jimmy Gayheart told officers he 
feared for his life during the altercation; 
state police said initial evidence shows 
Gayheart shot in self-defense. 

State police also said the case prob- 
ably will be presented to a grand jury. 

No arrests have been made at this 
time. Autopies of both bodies were per- 
formed Monday, June 19, in Frankfort. 

The incident remains under investi- 
gation by KSP Detective Paul Lemaster. 

Elam to seek Dist. 3 
magisterial seat as 
a write-in candidate 

Brandon Elam, who lost in his bid for 
the Democratic nomination for Magis- 
trate in District 3 in the May primary, 
announced this week that he has not 
given up on his desire to serve the dis- 
trict and intends to run for the post as a 
write-in candidate in the November 7 
general election. 

The unusual turn of events will pit 
Elam against Stanley Riggsby, who won 
the Democrat nomination in a nine-per- 
son race, and Ed Beasley, who was un- 
opposed for the Republican nomination. 

Others who may be considering run- 
ning for office as write-in candidates in 
the November general election have 
until 10 days before the election to file 
at the County Clerk’s Office. 

Candidates for non-partisan school 
board seats and city offices have until 
August 8 to register.

Judge Conley and fnends hop on 
their bikes to help fight cancer

It wasn’t the easiest of bicycle 
rides, but for the five men who 
made the 25 -mile trek from West 
Liberty to Morehead last Friday, it 
was worth every mile. 

Morgan County Judge Execu- 
tive Tim Conley and Coroner-elect 
Kenny Perry, along with Steven 
Gullett, Richie Stacy and Richard 
Fraley, peddled their way from 
Appalachian Regional Hospital to 
Saint Claire Regional in an effort 
to raise money for Relay for Life, 
as well as aid a local cancer vic- 
tim, 26-year- old Nancy Adkins/ 

The journey began with a 7:00 
a.m. departure from ARH and 
ended three hours later when 
Conley and company pulled into 
the front entrance of Saint Claire — 
actually an hour ahead of the sched- 
uled arrival time. 

“Words can’t describe what it 
means for these guys to ride with 
me today,” Judge Conley said upon 
completion of the trip. “It’s the first 
time I’ve made this trip in about 22 
years. I don’t know if I could have 
made it had they not been along.” 

For those of us who’ve driven 
Highway 519 to Morehead, you 
can imagine the difficulty of hav- 
ing to ride a bicycle up the mul- 
tiple hills along the way. And al- 



though the bikes got slow at times, 
the legs kept pumping, with the 
men determined to do their part in 
the fight against the deadly disease. 

Having taken pledges before 
their trip, the men raised well over 
$2,000 for the efforts. Nancy 
Adkins will benefit from much of 
that. The West Liberty woman has 
been undergoing extensive treat- 
ments every three weeks. She is 
also the mother of a six-month-old 
child. 

“We were out here riding today 
for life, hope, and happiness,” 
Judge Conley said. “I knew t here 
would be plenty of times along this 
trip that I’d get tired and want to 
quit. But these cancer victims never 
quit. They keep fighting and set an 
example for us all. We rode today 
for those who are fighting cancer 
and in remembrance of those who 
have lost the battle.” 

Upon arrival in Morehead, the 
men were escorted to the third floor 
where they presented a certificate 
to the hospital, with Judge Conley 
proclaiming it as “Saint Claire 
Day” in Morgan County — recog- 
nizing the facility for its many years 
of service to the community. 
Among those at the presentation 
was Morgan County resident and 
long-time Saint Claire employee 



Kathy Standafer Perkins, who con- 
tinues to work and care for others 
as a nurse despite her own difficult 
battle with cancer. 

As for the trip itself, the men 
enjoyed showing off their cycling 
skills for a good cause. And while 
climbing the hills presented a chal- 
lenge, coming down on the other 
side was quite enjoyable. Kenny 
Perry and Steven Gullett used the 
slopes to register impressive 
speeds — with each hitting about 50 
mph on a pair of occasions. Mean- 
while, Richard Fraley and Richie 
Stacy, both veteran bike riders, 
kept a steady and consistent pace 
during the 25 -mile journey. 

“It was very enjoyable,” said 
Fraley at the completion of the ride. 
“After a couple of miles into it I 
was fine. We were certainly riding 
for the very best cause.” 

As for Judge Conley, the down- 
ward slopes on the hills helped ease 
the pain but not necessarily the ob- 
stacles. Coming off his final hill 
just before heading into Clearfield, 
Conley rounded a curve to find a 
deer standing in the middle of the 
road. 

“Wouldn’t you know it, just 
when I’m finally building up speed 
and hitting my stride, I’d have to 
slow down to dodge a deer,” 
Conley said.

Largess A-Plenty For College 
Prexies As Tuitions Rise

FRANKFORT — If in fact 
you get what you pay for, Ken- 
tucky taxpayers should enjoy a 
prime collection of presidents of 
their public universities and col- 
leges. 

Nine of them — the eight state 
universities and the Community 
and Technical College system — 
are being paid more than $2.8 
million in salaries, and that is 
likely to increase as more univer- 
sities adopt new budgets for the 
next fiscal year. 

In recent weeks, two of those 
presidents — Lee Todd at the 
University of Kentucky and 
James Ramsey at the University 
of Louisville — were handed 
very generous pay raises and ex- 
tremely generous bonuses for 
what amounts simply to doing 
their jobs well. 

Ramsey ($511,600) and Todd 
($451,000) account for the larg- 
est share of the $2.8 million total 
for all the university and college 
presidents. The rest of the presi- 
dential salaries range from 
$361,000 for Gary Ransdell at 
Western Kentucky University to 
$195,000 for Mary Evans Sias at 
Kentucky State University. 

Ramsey’s compensation 
inciudes a potential bonus of 
$102,320 for doing his job well 
and $112,131 from the UofL 
Foundation. 

Todd’s total includes a 
$115,000 bonus for doing his job 
well and two $25,000 bonuses for 
heading up the UK Research 
Foundation and the UK Athletics 
Association. 

And none of these salary and 
bonus figures includes the value 
of million-dollar mansions pro- 
vided them free of charge, staff 
(neither of them mows the grass 
or cleans out the gutters), ve- 
hicles, travel and expense ac- 
counts, or other benefits. 

Admittedly, these salaries 
don’t even come close to the kind 
of money Todd, Ramsey and oth- 
ers could earn as heads of banks 
or other private corporations. 
Todd, for example, oversees a UK 
budget of more than $1.8 billion 
this coming year. 

On the other hand, Gov. Ernie 
Fletcher sits atop an $18 billion 
budget and takes home consider- 
ably less than Todd or Ramsey, 
although his house is bigger. And 
the state Transportation Cabinet 
secretary administers a larger 
budget than UK’s and earns a 
fraction of Todd’s salary, al- 



The 
Judge’s 
Corner

We have been asked to discuss 
how the county budget works and 
what funds all of our projects? 

First, let’s talk about our 
projects. 

When I first looked at our bud- 
get in 2003, 1 saw that we faced a 
bleak future in county govern- 
ment. In 2000, the county bor- 
rowed $2.5 million. In 20001, 
they borrowed another $500,000 
to do projects. However, there 
was no accounting put in place to 
raise this money. This debt has 
left us without money to do 
projects. These debts will not be 
paid off until 2019 and 2020. The 
county pays almost $400,000 per 
year in debt service. On top of 
this, the jail bill has more than 
tripled in three years. The only 
choice that I have for projects is 
to continue to do what I am do- 
ing, and that is to find funding for 
projects from an outside source, 
such as state and federal dollars. 

We are very fortunate to have 
friends in both levels of govern- 
ment who have helped us find 
funding for water, roads, bridges, 
litter cleanup, and emergency ser- 
vices. Without them, we would be 
unable to begin or complete any 
projects. 

Like most counties our size, 
we struggle at year’s end with our 
budget. A budget is the paper 
work or road map of our funds. 
In early spring, sometime around 
March, our treasurer calculates 
our numbers; we list all of our 
revenues, then we have to list all 
of our expenditures, and they 
have to match. For example, our 
road fund revenues may be $1 
million, then our expenditures 
must be $1 million, so as the year 
ends on June 30 our books will 
balance. Each year this budget 



though the taxpayers are footing 
the bill for the secretary’s iegal 
defense. 

And at any other time, these 
ever-higher presidential salaries 
might be dismissed as simply fol- 
lowing the national trend for uni- 
versity heads. My own alma 
mater, for example, pays its head 
half again what Ramsey makes, 
has a $3 billion endowment, 
charges $40,000 a year to attend 
and still regularly offers me guid- 
ance in how best to leave to it all 
my worldly goods when I pass on. 

For at least the last three years, 
however, tuition at UK, UofL and 
the regional universities has gone 
up by double-digit figures be- 
cause of cutbacks in state appro- 
priations to higher education. On 
top of steeply higher tuition and 
housing costs, students have en- 
dured increases in fees and ex- 
penses. They’re paying nearly $3 
a gallon to commute to classes. 
Those who are borrowing college 
costs from federal loan programs 
also are facing sharply higher in- 
terest charges on those loans. 

Is there any wonder, then, that 
students at the University of Lou- 
isville and University of Ken- 
tucky weren’t out cheering the 
pay raises and big money bonuses 
Ramsey and Todd were awarded? 
It’s probably just as well cam- 
puses were largely empty when 
all that generosity broke out or we 
might have seen some angry dem- 
onstrations. 

Ramsey and Todd are among 
the best men to lead those univer- 
sities in many years, and by ev- 
ery account, they are being suc- 
cessful in leading both UofL and 
UK to national prominence as 
well as raising large amounts of 
private money for their universi- 
ties. 

But it would have been re- 
freshing if one or both of those 
very gifted administrators 
thanked their trustees for the vote 
of confidence and said that tak- 
ing the money would not be ap- 
propriate while students and their 
parents are being asked to carry a 
sharply higher cost of attending 
the university, while faculty sala- 
ries lag behind comparable insti- 
tutions and while state funding is 
continuing to fall. 

Instead, they’re both off to the 
bank, and you can be fairly sure 
that UK will find a way to make 
Todd’s salary comparable to 
Ramsey’s before UK and UofL 
meet on the football field this fall.

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Puppy buyers beware; all 
‘papers’ not created equal 



(NAPS A) — It wasn’t hard for 
Kansas City resident Gladys 
Gillihan to decide that she wanted 
a cuddly Miniature Poodle puppy. 
She found a breeder who adver- 
tised an American Kennel Club- 
registered Poodle-complete with 
“papers”-and she assumed that 
was what she was getting. When 
she picked up her puppy, the 
breeder said she’d send “papers” 
in the mail. 

But the “papers,” which 
Gillihan knew she needed to reg- 
ister her dog with the AKC, never 
arrived. Repeated phone calls to 
the breeder went unanswered. 

“All too frequently we hear 
this same story from disappointed 
puppy buyers,” said Lisa 
Peterson of the AKC. “Some 
claim they were intentionally 
misled by a puppy seller who 




implied that the dog was AKC- 
registrable and later sent them 
papers from another registry-or 
they received no papers at all.” 
With more than 20 different 
canine registries in the U.S., the 
term “papers” is often confusing 
to some first-time puppy buyers. 
Each registry has varying stan- 
dards and registration criteria, so

puppy buyers should familiarize 
themselves with these registries 
before they select a breeder. 

The 122-year-old AKC is the 
only registry in the U.S. with a 
stringent inspections program and 
care and conditions policy that 
helps ensure the health, safety, 
and welfare of the dogs. While a 
few registries require dogs to be 
purebred (bred from documented 
members of a recognized breed 
over generations), most have no 
system for monitoring their care, 
record keeping and identification, 
and many will register dogs with 
little or no proof of lineage. 

“With a purebred, a large part 
of what the consumer is buying 
is the dog’s pedigree-proof of its 
heritage-which provides insight 
into the dog’s eventual appear- 
ance, temperament and suitabil- 
ity to their lifestyle,” added 
Peterson. “But if you don’t do the 
research and find a responsible 
breeder, disreputable breeders or 
deceptive retailers may be able to 
take advantage of you.” 

The following tips from the 
AKC will help ensure you get a 
happy, healthy puppy: 

•Find a responsible breeder 
with many years of experience 
and at least one dog club affilia- 
tion. 

•If “papers” aren’t available at 
the time of delivery, wait until the 
breeder receives them before you 
pay for your puppy. 

•Make sure to get “papers” 
from the registry you were prom- 
ised. Many registries have simi- 
lar names and logos. 



•If you wish to register your 
puppy with the AKC, get proper 
documentation. AKC does not 
accept registrations from most 
other registries. 

•Keep in mind that once you 
complete the transaction, there is 
often no recourse for an unsatis- 
fied buyer.

Court frustrated 
by high jail costs, 
bond obligations 

The Morgan Fiscal Court took 
time from routine business at its 
end-of-the-year June meeting last 
week to express frustration with 
rising jail expenses, and debt-ser- 
vice obligations that eat into the 
court’s ability to finance needed 
local projects and programs. 

The county’s debt- service ob- 
ligation on road bonds that were 
issued in a previous administra- 
tion to finance the paving of sev- 
eral miles of county roads costs 
the county nearly $400,000 annu- 
ally, and jail expenses for the 
housing of county prisoners has 
tripled in the past three years, ac- 
cording to Judge Executive Tim 
Conley. 

During the business session, 
the court approved a contract with 
the Rowan County Detention 
Center for the housing of male 
inmates at a rate of $30.00 per 
day, voted to allot $2,000 in bud- 
geted funds to the county rescue 
squad, and approved a number of 
fund transfers to balance the 
county’s budget at the end of the 
fiscal year. 

In other business, the court 
approved payment of current bills 
and voted to increase the pay for 
bailiffs from $8.00 to $8.75 per 
hour. 

The court also approved a re- 
quest by residents of Gay Fane 
(on Rt. 844 off Ky. 205) to Smith 
Hill Road. 

Court members in attendance 
at the meeting included Judge 
Conley, Magistrates Denzil Pot- 
ter, Darris Smith, Darrell Patrick, 
Frankie Spencer, Mike Gevedon, 
Clerk Randy Williams, and 
County Attorney Steve 
O’Connor.

Questions And Answers 
About Retirement 
By Bernard O’Nan 

Question: How much can a 
divorced spouse receive in Social 
Security retirement benefits? 

Answer: A man or woman 
who is divorced after at least 10 
years of marriage keeps certain 
benefit rights on their former 
spouse’s Social Security record. 
In order for him or her to get ben- 
efits, a divorced husband or wife 
must be at least 62, and the 
former spouse must be eligible 
for benefits, but not necessarily 
receiving them. 

The maximum benefit is 50 
percent of the benefit the worker 
would receive at full retirement 
age. However, benefits paid prior 
to full retirement age of the 
spouse are reduced based up on 
the age of the spouse at the time 
benefits are received.

Retirement Benefits. 

Disability 

Question: My sister has just 
been diagnosed with pancreatic 
cancer and her prognosis is not 
good. She will need to quit work 
immediately and begin treatment. 
Does Social Security have any 
special procedures to process dis- 
ability claims for a person with a 
terminal illness? 

Answer: Yes. While the re- 
quirements for receiving disabil- 
ity benefits are the same for ev- 
eryone, Social Security makes 
every effort to identify a case in- 
volving a person with a poten- 
tially terminal illness as early in 
the claims process as possible. If 
you sister has not already done 
so, she should contact her local 
Social Security office as soon as 
possible to apply for benefits. Or 
she can begin the disability ap- 
plication process by going online 
at www.socialsecurity.gov.

Construction program 

June 6 — Ten families of Bath,

Court frustrated 
by high jail costs, 
bond obligations 

The Morgan Fiscal Court took 
time from routine business at its 
end-of-the-year June meeting last 
week to express frustration with 
rising jail expenses, and debt-ser- 
vice obligations that eat into the 
court’s ability to finance needed 
local projects and programs. 

The county’s debt-service ob- 
ligation on road bonds that were 
issued in a previous administra- 
tion to finance the paving of sev- 
eral miles of county roads costs 
the county nearly $400,000 an- 
nually, and jail expenses for the 
housing of county prisoners has 
tripled in the past three years, 
according to Judge Executive 
Tim Conley. 

During the business session, 
the court approved a contract 
with the Rowan County Deten- 
tion Center for the housing of 
male inmates at a rate of $30.00 
per day, voted to allot $2,000 in 
budgeted funds to the county res- 
cue squad, and approved a num- 
ber of fund transfers to balance 
the county’s budget at the end of 
the fiscal year. 

In other business, the court 
approved payment of current bills 
and voted to increase the pay for 
bailiffs from $8.00 to $8.75 per 
hour. 

The court also approved a re- 
quest by residents of Gay Lane 
(on Rt. 844 off Ky. 205) to Smith 
Hill Road. 

Court members in attendance 
at the meeting included Judge 
Conley, Magistrates Denzil Pot- 
ter, Darris Smith, Darrell Patrick, 
Frankie Spencer, Mike Gevedon, 
Clerk Randy Williams, and 
County Attorney Steve 
O’Connor.

The girl with 
the frown

People wonder why I have a 
frown on my face a lot of the time 
and hardly break a smile. A lot of 
people try to make me get rid of 
the smile upside down.

I’ve had it since I 
was in the third grade, even when 
I repreated the 2nd year of third 
grade, I’ve had it since I was 7 
when my Daddy had his open 
heart by-pass surgery.

Morehead council 
bans smoking in 
public buildings 

MOREHEAD — Beginning 
August 1 , a ban on indoor smok- 
ing will go into effect in 
Morehead. The new ordinance 
was enacted by the Morehead 
City Council on a 5-1 vote at its 
June 12 meeting and will apply 
to all public buildings in the city. 
The law prohibits the designation 
of special smoking rooms or ar- 
eas. 

Private residences are exempt 
and no more than 20 percent of 
hotel rooms are to be smoking 
designated. 

Those in violation of the ordi- 
nance will be fined. Individuals 
can be fined up to $50. Business 
owners can be fined up to $50 on 
first offense, $100 on second of- 
fense, and $250 on third offense.

We are pleased to present this Annual Water Quality Report. This report is designed to inform the public about the quality of water and services provided on a 
daily basis. Our commitment is to provide our customers with a safe, clean, and reliable supply of drinking water. We would like the public to be assured that we 
will continue to monitor, improve, and protect the water system and deliver a high quality water direct from the tap. We know that water is the most indispensable 
product in every' home and we ask everyone to be conservative and help us in our efforts to protect the water source and the water system. Please report any 
activity that might jeopardize the water supply. 



We buy our water wholesale from the City of West Liberty Waterworks, City of Campton Waterworks and Paintsville Utilities. The water source for West Liberty 
is surface water from Cave Run Lake and the Licking River. The water source for the City of Campton is surface water from Wolfe Lake. The water source for 
Paintsville Utilities is surface water from the Levisa Fork of the Big Sandy River.The area around the sources is mostly residential but also contains some 
agricultural, recreational, and light industry activities. The final source water assessment for our system has been completed and is contained in the Morgan 
County Water Supply Plan. Copies of the plan are available from our office. The potential for contamination of the City of Campton’s , West Liberty's and 
Paintsville's water supply is generally moderate. 

Drinking water, including bottled water, may reasonably be expected to contain at least small amounts of some contaminants. The presence of contaminants does 
not necessarily indicate that water poses a health risk. More information about contaminants and potential health effects can be obtained by calling the 
Environmental Protection Agency's (EPA) Safe Drinking Water Hotline (800-426-4791). 



The sources of drinking water (both tap water and bottled water) include rivers, lakes, streams, ponds, reservoirs, springs, and wells. As water travels over the 
surface of the land or through the ground, it dissolves naturally occurring minerals and can pick up substances resulting from the presence of animals or from 
human activity. Microbial contaminants, such as viruses and bacteria, (sewage plants, septic systems, livestock operations, or wildlife). Inorganic contaminants, 
such as salts and metals,(naturally occurring or from stormwater runoff, wastewater discharges, oil and gas production, mining, or farming).

There is convincing evidence that addition of a 
disinfectant is necessary for control of microbial contaminants. 

Maximum Residual Disinfectant Level Goal (MRDLG) - the level of a drinking water disinfectant below which there is no known or expected risk to health. 
MRDLGs do not reflect the benefits of the use of disinfectants to control microbial contaminants. 

Below Detection Levels (BDL) - laboratory analysis indicates that the contaminant is not present. 

Not Applicable (N/A) - does not apply. 

Parts per million (ppm) - one part per million coiTesponds to one minute in two years or a single penny in $10,000. 

Parts per billion (ppb) - or micrograms per liter, (pg/L). One part per billion corresponds to one minute in 2,000 years, or a single penny in $10,000,000. 
Parts per trillion (ppt) - one part per trillion corresponds to one minute in 2,000,000 years, or a single penny in $10,000,000,000.

However, turbidity can provide a medium for microbial 
growth. Turbidity is monitored because it is a good indicator of the effectiveness of the filtration system. 

Variances & Exemptions (V&E) - State or EPA permission not to meet an MCL or a treatment technique under certain conditions. 

Action Level (AL) - the concentration of a contaminant which, if exceeded, triggers treatment or other requirements which a water system shall follow. 
Treatment Technique (TT) - a required process intended to reduce the level of a contaminant in drinking water.

Turbidity. Turbidity has no health effects. However, turbidity can interfere with disinfection and provide a medium for microbial growth. Turbidity may 
indicate the presence of disease-causing organisms. These organisms include bacteria, viruses, and parasites that can cause symptoms such as 
nausea, cramps, diarrhea, and associated headaches. 



Campton was in violation of turbidity in the 2005 year. They have upgraded their filters in the plant, and have done other upgrades to eliminate this 
problem. The problem months were May and June of 2005. They had old filter media in their water treatment plant that caused the problem. 

Last year we failed to submit the adequate number of bacteriological analytical results for the month of November 2005. This is a Tier three 
violation. 

We are required to monitor your drinking water for specific contaminants on a regular basis. Results of regular monitoring are an indicator of 
whether or not drinking water meets health standards. During November 2005 we did not complete all monitoring or testing for total colifonn and 
therefore cannot be sure of the quality of our drinking water during that time. 

We did the samples for the month of November 2005, and they came back fine. Unfortunately due to an error, the samples were miscoded and 
were not reconized by the Division of Water. 

This report is being published in the local newspaper and will be mailed to all customers.

There could have been several 
reasons for the defunct company. 
Possibilities are: Bope could have 
taken most of the $2 million for 
“personal expenses” or the com- 
pany could have been forced to 
leave, or the beginning of World 
War I. William F. Johnston seems 
to insinuate that once oil ran out, 
the Cannel City operation became 



The Cannel City school was 
originally two WPA buildings. 
They were joined together in 
1941. The auditorium was built at 
a government cost of $24,000.00 
and the gymnasium at a cost of 
$27,000.00. The county’s share 
was only a little over $5,000.00 
for both buildings ! In a short time 
the school will be closed and an- 
other W.P. A. building will be va- 
cated. This will also happen to the 
Wrigley school as well. It has al- 
ready happened to the Crockett 
school. Fortunately, the largest 
W.P.A. built school in the state 
has been preserved in West Lib- 
erty and is serving the county 
again. These school buildings 
have been in the county for over 
70 years and we shouldn’t leave 
them vacant and left to deterio-

The Cannel City school build- 
ing would be an excellent place 
for a railroad museum. There are 
all kinds of 0.& K. Railroad 
memorabilia that could be placed 
in the museum. It would not only 
be a tourist attraction but a place 
to preserve Cannel City’s unique 
history. The same could be done 
by making the Wrigley school a 
Morehead North Fork Railroad 



museum. I would recommend to 
people in these areas not to wait 
until the buildings start to leak 
and deteriorate and then start to 
renovate them. This is a mistake 
that was made with the West Lib- 
erty school. Renovation costs al- 
most double when it becomes 
necessary to replace roofs, repair 
damage caused by water leaks, 
and vandalism. Organizations 
should be formed in the Cannel 
City and the Wrigley communi- 
ties now and have plans made for 
the use of the buildings as soon 



as the Board of Education makes 
a decision on the disposal of 
them.

Local entrepreneurs step 
into new venture on faith

The name of their new busi- 
ness has been a puzzle to some. 
When local entrepreneurs Tara 
Gibson and Shana Hensley 
started a jewelry and gifting 
business in West Liberty earlier 
this year, they say they took a 
step of faith that their venture 
would succeed and inspire oth- 
ers. 

Gibson, of Brushy Fork, and 
Hensley, of Cow Branch, say 
their store, appropriately named 
Steppin’ Out On Faith (located 
at 589 Main St.), opened in 
January as a testament to their 
personal faith and perseverance. 

Steppin’ Out On Faith started 
as a home-based business, and 
grew so rapidly Gibson and 
Hensley opened their Main 
Street store front on May 1 . 

“The business just became 
too much for us to operate out 
of our homes,” Hensley says. 
“We have always been inter- 
ested in jewelry, and decided it 
was time for us to open a store.” 

Expansion is not the only 
challenge the duo has faced. 

In August 2000, Gibson suf- 
fered a massive brain stem 
stroke, which often leaves vic- 
tims paralyzed or dead. Despite 
the odds, she began recovering 
her life after nine months of ex- 
tensive therapy. 

“I shouldn’t be here, but I 
am,” Gibson says. “The doctor 
told me I survived a fatal stroke, 
and that 99 percent of people 
who suffer a stroke of this mag- 
nitude either die or experience 
severe complications like pa- 
ralysis.” 

Gibson is now a full-time so- 
cial work student at Morehead 
State University expecting to 
graduate in 2008. She is married 
to Paul “Tiger” Gibson, and has 
two children - Tyler, 14, and 
Wyatt, 7.

“In 13 months we went from 
one child living at home to five 
children,” Hensley says. “It was 
a big transition not just for my 
husband and me, but for all of 
our children. Having such a big 
family is hard work!” 

Hensley says balancing fam- 
ily and work is often a delicate 
process. 

“Sometimes it is hard to 
juggle everything,” Hensley 
says. “My husband and I were 
both working full time jobs on 
different shifts at one point. One 
of us would care for the kids 
while the other was working. 
We sometimes didn’t see much 
of each other, but both of us 
spent quality time with our 
kids.” 

In addition to family life, 
Gibson and Hensley are Sunday 
school teachers and 
missionairies at Grace Baptist 
Church, in Malone. Gibson is 
director of the church’s Women 
on a Mission Union (WMU) and 
is part of the church praise band. 

Gibson says the business’s 
success is due largely to faith. 

“We prayed a lot about the 
decision to start the store,” 
Gibson says. “It was a giant step 
of faith, but I always said I 
would use God if I worked with 
the public. I want to use this 
store to witness to others about 
Him.” 

Hensley also credits faith. 

“For awhile it was hard for 
us to find jobs,” Hensley says. 
“Eventually God started work- 
ing everything out for us, and 
we were finally able to start this 
business.”

•Prohibit the use of hand-held 
communications devices while 
operating a vehicle.

Lillian Rice of Maysville were 
elected and installed as chairman 
and vice chairman, respectively, 
of the commission.
